In most 
of the courts a colored juror. is sel- 
dom found in the jury box. And 
in the great majority of . cases the 
jury to be contronted and to try 
criminal cases as well as civil cases, 
is composed of white mem who are 
antagonistic to the welfare of the 
colored man. The courts. of the 
South form a peculiar species of 
terror to thosé who may be so an- 
fortunate as to be entagled in their 
‘meshes.

was not more keenly dreaded 
than the. local tribune in the 
South by the colored people there 
who confronts one enemy oun the 
bench and twelve in the jury box 
to adjudicate his cause.

There is no other civilized coun- 
try in the'wo:ld where mob vio— 
lence obtains to the extent it does 
in the United States. Scarcely a 
days report comes to us without 
the old stery of lynchings and. 
murder in cold blood by bands of 
ruffians, midnight marandings and 
crimes of that calendar. Just how 
long the law will be robbed of its 
justice is a question. We have 
been hoping that time, education 
and sentiment wou'd at least ac- 
cord the Afro-American the fair 
play of a trial when accused of 
crime. It ig certain that the pun- 
ishment is “severe enough upon 
conviction, men being sent to pris- 
on for life for Jarceny. A majority 
of southern* Afro-Americans ac- 
cused of crithes greater than this, 
never enter & court because of the 
frequent lyrichings. A has 
not passed when the court itself 
became a plice of murder by mob 
violence. hopes are blasted 
as far as lynchings are concerned.
